HE MARRIED MISS MAMIE WUL- 
FERT ON THURSDAY. 


It Is Said He Was Served With Pa- 
pers in a Divorce Suit Com- 
menced by the First 
Mrs. Brown. 


Arthur Brown jumped from a sixth story 
window of the Gauss-Shelton Hat Com- 
pany’s building at 820 Washington avenue 
Friday morniig. 

Previous t> making the terrible leap he 
cut his throat with a pocket knife. 

He died at the City Dispensary 20 min- 
utes after his second attempt at self de- 


etruction. 

Brown was married Wednesday to Miss 
Mamie Wulfert, who came from Chicago to 
wed him. 

This letter to his bride was found in his 
pocket: 

My Dear Mamie: 

in case I am found dead this 1s for you. I 
can't live any longer and feel my disgrace. 
lam a coward. I don't know what the future 
will be. 1] have deceived the purest, sweetest 
girl that ever lived. God forgive me. 

I wus in such a mental condition that I 
could not tell my poor Mamie. You will be 
better off without me. My denth will be aw- 
ful, but my life is awful. nce more, forgive 
me. I go to meet my Maker. ART. 


The letter was in pockett. It

Cote Brilliante avenue. It explains little, 
but shows in what a disordered state the 
young man's mind must have been while 
he was nerving himself to commit suicide. 

Brown had been employed as a glove 
maker by the Gauss-Shelton Hat Co. seven 


months. 

He was the son of Truman Brown, a 
giove manufacturer of Gloversville, N. Y., 
from which place he came to St. Louis. 

He was 29 years old, of good address and 
an-eX Df 
with his employers. 

Friday he appeared at the etore for the 
first time since his marriage. He worked 
steadily, and nothing pecullar was noted in 
his actions, 

A few minutes before 11 o’ciock he left 
his bench and walked across to the east 
corner of the room, where there ig a stor- 
age bin in which supplies for the various 
machines are kept. 

He entered the bin and closed the door. 
This did not excite suspicion, as it was 
thought he had gone for material. 

Half an hour later the door of the bin 
swung open and the men and women at 
work in the rocm eaw a man emerge from 
it. He was not like the man who had gone 
in. His face was white and his eyes bulg- 
ing. There Was a_ red line across his 
throat and he gasped for breath as he hait 
ran, half staggered toward the nearest w’n- 
dow. It wae partly raised for ventilation. 
The white-faced man stooped and raised 
the sash. The next instant he disappeared. 

The horrified employes who had not di- 
vined his intention rushed to the window 
in time to see his body strike the pavement. 

There was little life left in the mangled 
form when it was placed in an ambulance. 
Both arms and both legs were broken and 
the body was crushed. His throat was cut. 

Brown was never able to make a state- 
ment, He died while the dispensary phy- 
siclans were preparing to dress his injuries. 

After Brown had been taken to the dis- 

ensary the bin was opened. A pocket 
nife was found on the floor. The sur- 
roundings gave mute evidence that’ Brown 
had cut his throat Death came too slow. 
ly, and he rushed forward to meet it, 

The letter to his wife was written on sta- 
tionary of the firm for which he worked. 
He Was not seen writing during the: morn- 
ing, and it is thought he wrote the letter 
while in the bin. 

During the seven months he was em- 
ployed at the factory he was frequently 
unable to work and toll his fellow em- 

joyes that a West End doctor was treat- 
ng him for melancholia... The window from 
Which he jumped is on the St. Charles 
street Side of the bdullding. 

The motive for Browns suicide wae re- 
vealed when the news reached those who 
had been acquainted with him when he 
boarded at 1527 Washington avenue. 

He lived there for some time after coming 
to St. Louis. 

It Was stated that the secret at which 
Brown hinted was that he had another wife 
in the East, from whom he had repeatedly | 
tried in Vain to get a divorce.

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CAST ASHORE IN A STORM. 


ONE VICTIM KILLED EACH DAY 
FOR THE WILD FEAST, 


James Greene, One of the Crew, Es- 
caped the Savages and Was Fi- 
nally Rescued by a Pass- 
ing Vessel. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Jan. 27.—After es- 
caping death by drowning, 11 of the crew of 
the ship Mambare were captured and eaten 
by cannibals of New Quinea. 

The Mambare was’ bound for Sidney 
when it was caught in the terrible gale of 
December. Near Cape Nelson it began to 
sink. The crew, 18 all told, left the vesse] 
in two boats and soon became separated. 

One boat containing 12 men was finally 
thrown ashore 10 miles from the cape 
The sailors were seized by natives from 
the interior and hurried off to the village 
of the chief. One man, James Gvcene, es- 
caped. 

The eailors were stripped and bound and 
killed, ore each day. A wild orzie Was 
participated iu by at least a hundred anv- 
ages whe had gathered for the feast. 

In several cases the sailors were tortured 
by the old women and children of the tribe. 
The eves of one were gouged out. The 
doomed men stoically watched the elaborate 


was addressed to Mrs. Mamie Brown, 5963! preparations for their death. A huge pot 


filled with boiling water was used for the 
feast which, on the first day was pro- 
longed away into the night. 

In most cases the men were beheaded, 
their heads being stuck on poles and pa- 
raded before the men who were to suffer 
the same fate. 

Greene was rescued by a steamer after 
tramping without food a day and a night 
to reach the coast. The scenes of horror 
he had witnessed turned his hair white. 


DOG GUIDED THE SEARCHERS. 


Creek Bank Fell on His Master and 
the Animal Attracted the 
Rescuing Party. 


CARLYLE, Ill., Jan. 27.—Henry Coyle, a 
young man residing near Greenville, Bond 
County, was buried in the fall of a creek 
bank. His life was saved by his dog. Coyle 
Was setting traps along the smal)! stream. 
Yesterday morning he found one of them 
had disappeared. Near by was a large hole 
in the creek bank. Thinking it was inhab- 
itabited by the animal that had carried off 
his trap, Coyle crawled into the aperture. 

The overhanging bank fell and held the 
trapper helpless. 

His failure to return home created ap- 
prehensions. Search parties were sent out, 
but no trace of Coyle could be found. Fi- 
nally, 24 hours after his disappearance, a 
brother recognized Coyle’s dog sitting on 
the creek bank. The trapper was then dis- 
covered and rescued. He was speechless 
and his limbs were numb with cold. 


HUSBAND AND WIFE FELL DEAD 


One Succumbed to Heart Disease and 
Other Shortly Afterward ‘Was 
Stricken by Apoplexy. 


NEW YORK, Jan. mil Reuter, a 
Wholesale flour dealer of Brooklyn and his 
wife, Ida, died. last night. They had at- 
tended a theater and were on the way 
home when Mrs. Reuter fell to the side- 
walk. She was carried into the house in 
front of which she had failen, and doctors 
were called, but Mrs. Reuter was dead 
when they arrived. Reuter left to tell a 
friend of his wife's death and was enter- 
ing the house in which her body lay when 
he was suddenly stricken. 

The same doctors who had been sum- 
moned for Mrs. Reuter were called in, but 
again they were too late, for Reuter was 
dead. Mrs. Reuter's death was caused by 
heart disease, while her husband suc- 
cumbed to apoplexy.

DIRECTORS DID NOT LISTEN. 


SHE SAYS SHE IS NOT DONE WITH 
HER ALLEGATIONS. 


Lady Members of the Board Who Re- 
signed Say They Will With- 
draw Their Resignations 
for a Time. 


Efforts.are being made by the Board of 
Directors of the Working Girls’ Home on 
Washington avenue to persuade Miss Susie 
McCarron to reconsider her resignation as 
a member of the board and it is understood 
a special meeting will be held to act on 
the question. 

Miss Spence, who at first also concluded 
to withdraw, has, upon further inquiry, de- 
cided to recall her letter of resignation. 

Miss Dora Taylor, who on three occasions 
was a guest at the home, called on Miss 
McCarron Thursday night, and what trans- 
pired between the women will no doubt ac- 
tuate Miss McCarron when the special 
meeting is called. 

Miss Taylor is a petite young woman 
from Texas, a custom tailoress. She says 
she has come forward as the champion of 
the other girls who were harbored in the 
home and who did not like to take the in- 
itiative in complaining to the directors be- 
Cause they did not want to incur the dis- 
pleasure of Mrs. } Weir, formerly of 
Joplin, who is the matron. 

“What I found fault with,” said Miss 
Taylor, ‘‘was the lack of care and manage 
ment at the home. We each pay $1.15 a 
week, for which we get space in a large 
room in which four girls are quartered, or 
a smaller room in which two are sheltered. 
We are entitled to the privilege of cooking 
our food in the home kitchen. What we 
pay should entitle us to clean and sufficient 
edding and ‘to clean and well-aired rooms, 
for it does not cost much to kee 
like that clean. We do not ask 


a home 
or luxur- 


es. 

“Young men who call on guests evenings 
are presumed to leave at 10 o’clock, but this 
rule is not enforced with a few favorites. 
There are callers who’ remain’ later: and 
then there are girls who do not observe the 
rules.as to hours of retirement, as they 
should be observed. 

“When Mrs. Weir found out that I was 
disposed to ask for the girls’ rights, that 
had not been respected, she demanded my 
room. 

“I made it my business to see every one 
of the directors. I learned that Mrs. Weir’s 
word was law with them, but I am not 
through yet. 

“Mr. A. H. Frederick, the City Assessor, 
who ts the President of the board, took 
pains to have one of his clerks seated near 
me in his office at the City Hall, 60 that 
ever thing could be heard. ‘Why,’ Mr. 
Frederick said to me. ‘you'll find yourself 
at the Four Courts if you are not careful 
what you say about some people.’ 

“Mr. McClain said as Mr,Frederick did, 
that they would be governéd entirely by 
what the matron said and did, and that she 
would run the home. 

“Mr. Lubke gave me a cold reception— 
he knew I was coming 

“Mr. P. M. Hanson was surprised at what 
I said, and promised to look into the mat- 
ter at once. I learned later that Mr. Han- 
son had called on Mr. Lubke, and that the 
male directors had a conference. 

“Mrs. Thornburg, who is a solicitor for 
the home, spoke quite sharply to me when 
I told her what I had observed in the in- 
stitution. ‘Why,’ she said to me, ‘How dare 
you, a poor, little, lone, unprotected work- 
ing-girl in a big city like St. Louis talk as 
you do about such leading citizens as are 
on our board!’’

CONGRESS HESITATES TO ACT. 


So Far It Declines to Form a Colonia) 
Policy and the Islands 
Are Adrift. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Adminis- 
tration is confronted with a new danger— 
that the revulsion of feeling against imper- 
ialism will not only jeopardize the hold on 
the Philippines, but also may endanger 
the annexation of Hawaii even at this late 
day. 

The’ Hawalian legislation now before 
Congress is in serious condition with little 
or no chance that it can pass. Without it 
the hold on Hawali rests on the slight 


foundation of the resolution passed at the 
last session. The flag has been raised and 
sovereignty has been assumed, but Con- 
gress hesitates to establish a form of gov- 
ernment and extend the laws of the United 
States to the islands. This leaves them 
drifting, with Congress declining to form 
the colonial policy for them which their 
acquisition entailed. It is just being re- 
alized what the annexation of Hawaii 
meant, and there is deep disgust at the 
Hawaiian lawmaking now brought for- 
ward, 

This disgust is shown in many ways. The 
Senate has not even confirmed the Presi- 
dent’s nominations of Senators Cullom and 
Morgan and Representative Hitt as mem- 
bers of the Hawaiian Commission. This 
body. went to Hawaii, framed a code of 
laws for our new colony, made a report to 
Congress, presented a bill. And yet the 
Commission has no legal existence, as the 
Senate declines to confirm the nominations. 

Another evidence of disgust is in the fail- 
ure to act on the Hawalian bills either in 
the Senate or the House. 

The friends of the bill are so discouraged 
that they are considering the advisability 
of passing several special bills extending 
the customs, shipping and 
laws to Hawaii, and leaving the general 
Hawaiian legislation for some other time. 
But it is doubtful whether these limited 
measures could pass both Houses at this 
late day. Without them Hawaij{ would be 
left under the same form of law that it 
had before the annexation resolution 
passed.

ought to accept the new conditions.” 
“How are we to accept the conditions 

now confronting us? We can disavow the 


and the Philippines. We can sail away 
from Cuba and the Philippines and say 
‘We have freed your lands of the Span- 
lards; now do the best you can.’ 

“The golden rule is a good one. I believe 
that it applies to nations as it does to in- 
dividuals.

EAGAN TRIAL CLOSING 


DIRECT TESTIMONY ON BOTH 
SIDES CONCLUDED. 


GEN. ALGER WAS A WITNESS. 


All the Evidence Submitted To-Day 
Was to Show Defendant’s Intense 
Mental Strain.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Testimony in 
the trial of Gen. Eagan was concluded at 
the merning seesion of the military court. 

Secretary Alger was one of the witnesses, 
but his “testimony bore only on the mental 
condition of Gen. Eagan just prior to.the 
time he made his abusive statement about 
Gen. Miles to the War Board. The evi- 
dence given by the other witnesses was in 
the same line. 

When the court arrives at averdict it 
will not at once be given to the public. 
It must go to the President, who may mod- 
ify it, or cause the execution of the court’s 
recommendatiuns without modification. 

Dr, William E, Hopkins of California 
and New York, Gen. Eagan’s son-in-law, 
was cailed, He came to Washington after 
Gen, Miles had given his testimony and 
lived at Kagan’s house, He ‘said he then 
observed that Gen. Kagan was very rest- 
less and nervous and could not eat nor- 
mally or sleep normally, At the table he 
at times would stop eating and apparently 
would lose himself in thought. He was 
intensely nervous, and showed signs of 
congestion of certain purts of the brain. 
Witness had long talks with his wife about 
her father and he had told her that her 
father must be carefully watched, and that 
they must be prepared tor anything. Gen. 
Kagan'’s mind «was non-receptive at this 
time and the witness believed that some- 
thing serious might happen. Gen. Eagan, 
Witness said, was in a gloomy frame,of 
mind in consequence of the things that had 
beem said about him. He felt that his honor 
was destroyed and that he did not want 
to see people. Gen. Eagan, witness further 
testified, did not want to go into a street 
car and Was ashamed to meet any one, and 
keenly felt his disgrace. The General felt 
that Gen. Miles had destroyed his honor 
and that his life work was destroyed. In 
all the time the witness had known Gen. 
Eagan, witness had not known him to use 
such language as was used in his state- 
ments, : 

Gen. R. A. Alger, the Secretary of War, 
was next called to the witness stand. He 
said that he recalled: a conversation he 
had with Gen. Eagan shortly after Gen. 
Miles had given his testimony. Gen. 
Kagan came into his office in an excited 
state Of m.nd and said it was his wish to 
prefer charges against Gen. Miles for what 
he had said, “I told him,” testified Secre- 
tary Alger, “‘that under the President’s 
order granting immunity to officers who 
testified before the War Investigating 
Commission he could not do so.” 

Gen, Alger was then excused, the mem- 
bers of the court rising to their feet as 
he withdrew.

never during their 
acquaintance with the accused had. they 
KnuW him to usé vuigar or profane lan- 
guage. He always had been correct and 
Clean in speech and never had they known 
him to use such language as was used in 
his statement before the War Commission.

San, was the next witness, Gen. Eagan’s 
counsel explaining that he called her 
against the wish of her father and hus- 
band, and only because her absence from 
the trial might be remuirked upon. ‘She 
said her father came home one afternoon. 
and standing in the doorway with a paper 
in his hand, exclaimed: ‘Gen. Miles has 
crucified me.’

HAD FINANCIAL TROUBLE. 


Was in the Business of Keeping Room- 
ing Houses for Men—Has No 
Relatives in This Country. 


Henry Schwartz, a veteran of the Civil 
War, was found unconscious in a room at 
the Swan Hovuee, Sixth and Morgan streets, 
Friday morning. An ambulance was called 
and the man was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary. 

In one of Schwartz's pockets was found 
a small vial which emelled strongly of 
whisky. 

Dr. Hughes, who attended him, thought 
there was morphiné in the whisky and ad- 
ministered the stomach. pump.

A? the City Dispencary Dr. Hughes 
found, besides the vial referred to, a postal 
cari addreesed to Henry Schwartz, from 
Ceriterville, Mo., The card was written 
in German and asked when Schwartz was 
golng to repay some money. The signa- 
ture was illegible. 

At 322 Clark avenue it was learned that 
Schwartz ran a boarding house for men. 
For two years he had managed one at Sec- 
ond and Elm streets, but had been unsuc- 
cessful. Two months ago he rented 322 
Clark avenue, At the same time he opened 
a butcher shop at W6 South Fourth street. 

This shop was closed a week ago. 

Schwartz had not been seen at 322 since 
last Monday morning. About 10 o’clock on 
that day :he left, saying he was going to 
pay his rent. He had $#, two watches and 
a revolver. None of these things were 
‘found on the body at the Digpensary. 

One of Schwartz's boarders said Schwartz 
was an old G. A. R. man, and during the 
List part of the war aeted as quartermaster 
sergeant in one of the Missouri regiments. 
He drew a pension of $6 a month. 

Of late, his friends say, Schwartz has been 
worried over his money affairs, and it is 
sapere they were the cause of his sui- 
clde,

Kaskaskia Indians Got Their 
Silver From It. 


FOUR WHITE MEN SAW IT. 


ONE OF THEM LEFT A CHART NOW 
IN EXISTENCE. 


A Descendant of Pierre La Chance 
Will Search for a Fabulously 
Rich Silver Mine Supposed 
to Be Near Baldwin, Ill}. 


Innabitants of the little town of Baldwin, 
Tll.. 45 miles southeast of St. Louis, are 
deeply interested in efforts being made to 
locate a lost silver mine near that place. 

The tradition of the mine once worked 
by the Kaskaskia Indians hes been nanded 
down from generation to generation of 
many a Baldwin family, but until recently 
no organized attempt to find 
treasure has been made. ! : 

Jules La Chance of Kaskaskia, 4 descen- 
dant of one of the oldest French families 
in the Mississippi Valley, is at the head of 
the movement. He is said to be armed with 
a chart purporting to show the location of 
the mine. This drawing is reputed to have 
been made by Pierre La Chance, an ances- 
tor of Jules La Chance, under circumstan- 
ces which invest jt with peculiar historical 
and romantic interest. 

The tradition of his family, which Mr. La 
Chance has set forth to verify, dates to 
the time uf the settlement of Kaskaskia 
Valley before the American revolution. 
The French pioneers who first entered the 
valley found there a_ tribe of Indians 
known as the Kaskaskias. They were far 
above the usual aboriginal types found in 
the West and a notable feature of their 
dress was the profusion of silver orna- 
ments worn by the men. Silver armiets 
and bracelets were plentiful in the tribe. 

Students of ethnology say that the Kas- 
kask‘as were the only Indians north. of 
Mexico and Yueatan to. whom siiver was 
known. Whence it came was a secret which 
they guarded well, but the early white set- 
tlers learned enough to convince them that 
it was mined by the Indians somewhere in 
the valley. 

Pierre La Chance, who is credited with 
having drawn the chart which is now re- 
lied on to locate the lost mine, was a soldier 
in the American army during the Revolu-| 
tion, a member of Col. Ciark’s famous regi- 
ment. With. two companions in arms he 
went to Kaskaskia at the termination of 
hostilities with England and heard the 
story of the lost mine. The three soldiers 
of fortune started out to find it, though the 
villagers warned them that their undertak- 
ing meant certain death at the hands of the 
Indians. They are said to have reached 
the mine and to have feasted their eyes on 
fabulous wealth. On their way home they 
were ambushed by Indians. La Chance’s 
two comrades were killed and he was 
wounded and left forgead. 

La Chance crawled a brook. To stay 
where he was meant death as soon as the 
Indians learned of his whereabouts. If he 
returned home he would run an. equal 
chance of being hunted down by the re- 
vengeful savages, but’ there was a possi- 
bility that he might be able to confide the 
secret of the mine’s location to the vil- 
lagers. 

There in the forest he made a hurried 
drawing of the route he had taken on

It was the first time I had ever | 


reaching the mine. He then proceeded to- 
ward the village. He reached home a men- 
tal wreck. In his délirlum he spoke of 
mines and Indians, but could tell no con- 
i nected story. He died two days later, 
leaving only the chart to show the mysti- 
fled villagers where he had been. This 
chart is the one eaid to be now in the pos- 
session of Jules La Chance. 

The topography of the country has 
changed greatly, but Mr. La Chance bejieves 
that the mine is near the present site of 
Baldwin. 

Tradition says that prior to Pierre 
La Chance’s location of the mine a similar 
attempt was made by a Catholic riest 
named Father Lonvier, who gain the 
confidence of the Indians and prevailed 
upon them to guide him to the mine. 

They stipulated that he should be blind- 
folded. He consented. On. the way he 
dropped the beads of h‘s rosary one by 
‘one, so as to forma trail. He reached the 
mine, was shown its gleaming walls and 
| floors of siiver ore. His eyes were again 
bandaged, and he wae led back to the vil- 
lage. On reaching there one of his guides 
stepped forward and gave him a handful 
of beads. The crafty Indian had picked 
them up as the good priest dropped them. 

Mr. La Chance and his party w'll explore 
the entire country about Baldwin in their 
efforts to locate the lost treasure.

AN AUTOMATIC JUDGE. 


It Will Record Corre@tly the Order in 
Which Cyclists Cross the Tape. 

An “automatic judge," or machine to re- 

cord automatically the order In which the 

contestants in a cycle race cross the tape, 


has been invented by an Australian wheel- 
man and successfully used in Sidney. It ts 
being tested in London, and if equally suc- 
ceasful there is ex jected to be put Into 
use on English trac Instead of having 
the usual tape on the “track there is a slot 
about two inches wide.” In it are placed 
on edge ‘ive strips or leaves of metal, the 
first one (One first reached by the racers) 
being highest, and each succeeding one a 
trifle lower. After the racers enter the jst 
lap, the strips are raised by an ingefious 
contrivance, so that the firat one is about 
five-elchthe of an inch above the surface 
of the track, and the others proport!onally 
less. The protruding edges are then painted 
with enamel 
The first wheel which crosses this tape 
receives on 'ts front tire the impression of 
five strips, and strip No. 1 falla out of ac- 
tion: the second wheel gets four marks and 
the second strip falls out of action, and 
this continues until the five strips have 
fallen out. If five riders are #0 closely 
bunched thet their five front wheels cross 
the line before the rear wheel of the first 
rider, their front tires will show five, four, 
three, two and one marks res ectively; 
but. if there is space between them, the 
first rider may show five and four mar 
on his two tires, the second one three and 
two marks on his tires and the third one 
but one mark on his front tire. As it is

Thursday’s (yesterday’s) Post-Dispatch contained 86 PER 
CaiNT MORE PAID LOCAL ADVERTISING THAN BOTH 
OF THE OTHER EVENING PAPERS combined. This is an 
advance in the lead of the Post-Dispatch over the record of 
Thursday of last week which was 76 per cent. 

Not counting cheap legal advertisements, but including all 
other paid local advertising, the Post-Dispatch yesterday con- 
tained 39 columns.

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DRAINAGE CANAL REPORT. 


The report of the subcommittee sent to Chicago to investi- 
gate the Drainage Canal scheme states (1) that the amount 
of water turned into the canal from Lake Michigan will not 
appreciably affect the volume of the Mississippi; (2) that St. 
f Youis should take steps to protect her water supply from pol- 
lution. 

Thus, the city is left where it was, namely, without any 
reason why it should consent to the Drainage Canal scheme, 
but on the contrary, with every reason for strenuously op- 
posing .that scheme. 

If the water to be let into the canal will not appreciably 
affect the volume of the Mississippi, what condition are we 
likely to have to face in the long summer seasons, when the 
river is at its lowest level? The fresh lake water will have no 
effect, but the Chicago filth will all be there, to spread through 
the lessened volume of* water and poison the whole. 

Chicago’s population will increase from year to year, but the 
size of the canal ‘will remain stationary. In a few years this 
must result in the volume of sewage equtaling and finally be- 
coming greater than the volume of lake water. 

How do the people of St. Louis like this prospect? If this 
pollution scheme is not checked by every means at command 
the condition of the Mississippi at St. Louis may become un- 
bearable at the end of a few years. 
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Congressman Dockery writes the Business Men’s League 
that his “best wishes go out for the success Of the approach- 
ing centennial of the Louisiana purchase,” but makes no 
proffer of aid. St. Louis and Missouri will expect their Con- 
gressmen to do something more substantial than to send good 
wishes. 
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As American whisky is now’ taking the place of cognac in 
Mexico, and St. Louis beer is supplanting tequilla there, the 
Mexicans may gradually learn to feel that they ought to be 
annexed to the United States. The absorption of so much 
Americanism wi.! naturally have its effect in time.

Please tell 
me how to have nice hands. 

GRATEFUL READER. 

It is not difficult to have soft, pretty 
hands. 

The great point is to keep them scrup- 
ulously clean and to pay attention to the 
nails, which require dally care, aithough 
they rarely receive it except by women 
of extreme leisure, 

When the hands are rough a skin-feed- 
ing ointment is required. 

One of the best for this purpose is cam- 
phor cream, made as follows: Spermaceti 
two ounces; white wax, two ounces; sweet 
almond oil two ounces. Melt the three 
ingredients together over a gentle fire 
and add one ounce of gum camphor in 
shavings. Take off fire when camphor is 
dissolved. Stir until the mass concretes.

A g004 lotion for whitening the hands is 
made as follows: Pulverized borax, 3 érams; 
glycerine, % ounce; elderfiower water, 
ounces. Mix and apply several times a day 
if neceseary. 
When the hands appear to be constitu- 
tionally rough it is a good plan to wash 
them always in borax or oatmeal water. 
This water is made very easily. 
Take some fresh bran or good, sweet 
oatmeal and boil it in water enough to 
make it a very thin gruel. Strain and use 
liquid, a little more diluted, instead of fresh 
water whenever the hands are washed. 

These washes must be made fresh every 
second or third day, as they quickly turn 
sour. 

Use a bit of fresh cut lemon to remove 
stains from the nails or fingers.

May Burke, said to be a pane! worker. 
has been arrested and convicted many 
times, but she never pays her fines nor 
sees the inside of prison walls. She is not 
the only womar of her class that enjoys 
apparent immun'ty in 8t: Louis 

She was tried in the First District Po- 
lice Court Thursday on two. geparate 
charges and was acquitted. The court jpeld, 
in both cases, that there was no evidence 
to warrant conviction. 

The first case was docketed in the Po- 


lice Court Jan, 21. The woman was arrested 
by Special Officer Schmidt at the Man- 
hattan Hotel on Chestnut street. 

Schmidt testified that he was called to 
the hotel by a man who wag standing in a 
door and told him that the woman in the 
room had robbed him of $35. He wanted the 
woman arrested. The policemar arrested 
her, She proved to be May Burke, On the 
way to the police station she handed 
Schmidt four $5 bills, and said: ‘‘Now bea 
good fellow "’ 

The policeman took the money and turned 
it In to his superior officers. 

At the trial May Burke was not put on 
the stand. Her attorney claimed that she 
was charged with a technicality and not 
robbery. The man who claimed to the 
policeman that he had been robbed. was 
not in court to testify. She was not charged 
with robbery. She was acquitted. 

The other charge was that she was ar- 
rested on Washington avenue at an hour 
when women of bad character are not per- 
mitted to be on the streets. The policeman 
said he saw her do nothing out of the way. 
She was acquitted of this charge. 

A reporter asked Chief of Police Camp- 
bell about this case. The chief remem- 
bered the arrest of the woman. 

“It is true that she gave Schmidt $20,” 
said the chief. ‘That is the officer said 
such was the case and the money was 
turned in to the department. May ‘Burke 
denied ‘giving him the money. When she 
was searched something like $15 was found 
on her. As she denied giving the officer 
the money and the man said he had lost 
$35, we returned him the $20. She claimed 
the money we found on her hbeionged to 
her and that was given to her.” 

The Chief was asked the name of the 
man who claimed to have been robbed. He 
said there was no objection to giving it, but 
he did not remember it. He said Capt: 
Reynolds would know it and would give 
it. The desk sergeant on duty said the 
Captain had the report. He did not re- 
member the name. he desk sergeant, who 
had just been relieved, said .the man’s 
name was Ellis. Capt. Reynolds, when 
seen, said that Chief Desmond handled the 
case and knew all about it, Capt. Reynolds 
did not know the man. 

Chief Desmond .said he’ remembered 
something about the case, but did not know , 
the name of the man who was robbed. 

Mr. Jones, Chief Campbell's secretary, 
Was questioned, He did net know much 
about the matter, 

“Does it not look.as though the police 
business were being conducted in a glip- 
shod manner when monéy is taken in and 
paid out in such a manner that the per- 
son who received it is not known?” the 
secretary was asked. 

“See Desmond,’’ was the reply. 

The action of the police in this case may 
appear queer, but it is not nearly 60 pe- 
culiar as another case in which the same 
May Burke played an important part. 

The records show this case: 

On the docket in Judge Peabody’s court 

on July 15 May Burke's name: appeared 
twice. The charge, as usual, was a techni- 
cal one. She was fined $100 in both cases. 
The fines were stayed on condition that «he 
leave the city by 9 o’clock on the following 
night. 
On Nov. 14 she was taken before Judge 
Peabody again. The old judgments were 
revived and an execution was issued.She 
was ordered sent to the Workhouse. The 
two fines, if they were to have been ex- 
ecuted, would have kept her in the Work- 
house for one year. But they were not ex- 
ecuted. : 

Her attorney instituted habeas corpus 
proceedings in Judge Klein's division of the 
Criminal Court.

An answer came to the effect that May 


| Burke was not wanted fn that month, and 


that in over a year only one woman had 
been indicted under the habitual criminal 
act and she was a Chicago woman. 

Court officials who watched the habeas 
corpus proceedings in Judge Klein’s court 
remember the case and say they thought 
Nt looked peculiar to see the police fighting 
to keep a woman of May Burke's char- 
acter out of prison. 

Chief Campbell, when he learned that the 
May Burke who was acquitted Thursday 
was the May Burke who went to Chicago, 
said he was surprised, 

“Why that woman was wanted there for 
stealing a vast’ amount of money,” he 
said. “It was something Itke $500,000. The 
officer who came for her was from the 
Chicago Police Department. He had a 
requisition for her and it was acknowledged 
by the Governor of the State of Missouri. 
Of course we have no record of that. The 
officer showed us his papers and they ap- 
peared regular.’’ 

Chief ef Detectives Desmond denies in 
most vigorous language that the Police 
Department ever made any effort to shield 
May Burke. 

“We made no recommendations 
May Burke case last November,” he said. 
‘“T have always given orders that she be 
arrested on the slightest provocation. 

“T did not understand that she had been 
indicted under the habitual criminal act. 
She was wanted there for grand larceny. 
Mike Lawler was on her bond. She jumped 
her bond and came here. Lawler came first 
and located her. Then a deputy sheriff 
came. He had requisition papers and took 
her when she was released on habeas cor- 
pus.”’
